LORD CHARNWOOD TO SPEND THREE MONTHS IN THIS COUNTRY 
Will Speak on Lincoln at Illinois Centennial October 5. 
To Deliver a Course of Lectures on the Schiff Foundation at Cornell. 


Will give addresses at_many Universities in Wnited States and Canada. 


Lord Charnwood, author of a volume on Abraham Lincoln, will arrive in the 
Wnited States the last week of September and remain until early January, 1919. At 
the invitation of the Illinois Centennial Committee he will give an address on 
Lincoln in connection with the Celebration to be held at Springfield October 5. 

A significant feature of Lord Charnwood's visit will be the course of 
lectures he is to deliver at Cornell Wniversity on “The Contributions of the British 
Empire to Civilization". The fact that the course wiil be given upon the Schiff 
Foundation is noteworthy. Mr. Jacob Schiff originally created this endowment to 
sustain lectures on German Culture. Scmetime azo he expressed to the Cornell 
Trustees a desire to have the lectureship devoted to other purgoses. Lord Charnwood 
is the first lecturers. on the non--teutonic basis. 

The itinerary of Lord Charnwood will include leagéing Universities in the 
East and Middle West, a visit to Toronto, Ottawa and Montreal in Canada, and brief 
sojourns in Boston, New York, Philadelphia and Washington. December 27 and 28 he 
will be a guest of the American Historical Association in Cleveland. In the course 
of his tour he will speak on Lincoln, on various phases of Great Britain's relation 
to the War, and on relations between this country and his own land. The visit of 


Lord Charnwood in opportune. A liberal, a supporter of Gladstone and Home Rule, an 


ardent admirer of Lincoln and a student of his life and times, the British Peer is 
peculiarly fitted to promote mutual understanding and sympathy between his country 
and the Wnited States. 

Lord Charnwood, for some years before the war an earnest advocate of a 
National and compulsory system of military training, has since the outbreak of 
hostilities had much to do, first with voluntary enlistment, and later with the 
administration of the Military Service Acts. He has also been active in the new 
voiunteer movement, the Home Defense Service in which he is a Lieutenant-Colonel. 

His interest in Hame Rule naturally le& Lord Charnwood to a study of the 
problem of the relation between the Mother Country and the Colonies. He has been 
an active worker for what is known as the "Federal Solution" of the Home Rule 
question. Ee has also played an important part in the affairs of the town of 
Litchfield in which he chiefly resides, anc of which he has been Mayor, and in the 
surrounding County of Staffordshire, of which he is a Magistrate and County 
Councillor, 

Born in 1864 of Quaker stock, son of a country gentleman William Benson 
of Alresford, Hampshire, the future Lord Charnwood spent his school days at 
winchester, and was graduated in 1887 from Balljgill College, Oxford. After two 
years asa reukiuede under Jowett at Ballloil, he became interested in politics and 
in 1892 wes elected to Parliament. In 1897 he married Miss Dorothea M. Roby Thorpe, 
the only grandhcild of the late Rt. Hon. A. E. Mundeller, who, besides havaing been 
Education Minister and filled sees Cabinet offices, was the first to form a board 
of conciliation between employers and employed in his own industry. At the King's 
Coronation in 1911, Godfery Rathbone Benson was created the first Baron Charnwood, 


a Peer and member of the House of Lords.

Lord Charnwood came to the United States in 1887 spending a few months 
with a brother in Iowa and making a journey to Califommia. Again in 1894 Lord 
Charnwood made a flying visit to New York and Boston. In 1896 he travelled 


extensively in Indie and China. 
Sir Frank Penson the Actor-ilanager who has devoted his life to reviving 
the Acting of Shakespeare is a brother of Lord Charnwood. Another brother 


We ’. & Benson is an architect, a designer in metals, and author of books on 


handicrafts and design.
